Howard Huntington, Clerk, Is 
Locked Up As Men Leave 
Local Store 


Well organized and displaying 
calmness and a professional style, 
three unmasked men robbed the 
Upland pharmacy and attendant 
last night of approximately $75. 

Calling at a time when Howard 
Huntington, relief clerk, was alone 
in the store, “a well dressed, good- 
looking young man” asked for 
merchandise that required the 
clerk to go to the rear portion of 
the store. The customer follow- 
ed him behind the partition separ- 
ating the front and rear portion of 
the store and calmly told Hunting- 
ton “It’s a hold-up job; stick ’em 
up!” 

Then he was ordered to lie flat 
on the floor and as Huntington 
-obliged two robbers entered the 
store, also from the front. “Ok?” 
they asked, and the first robber re- 
sponded, “‘O. K.” 

From Huntington the robber 
took approximately $15 and his car 
keys and from the cash registers 
hold-up man No. 2 took approxim- 
ately $60. A check of several 
dollars was left. 

With Huntington searched, rob- 
ber No. 1 asked him if there was 
a toilet and when the reply came 
in the affirmative, the robber or- 
dered him into the closet and lock- 
ed the door. Huntington was then 
ordered to ‘stay there for 15 min- 
utes or you will be phigged.” 

The men made their exit quickly. 
Huntington broke a rear window 
to escape.from his prison and gave 
the alarm of the hold-up. 

George M. Guild is proprietor of 
the pharmacy and at the time of 
the robbery he and Mrs. Guild were 
attending the Upland chamber of 
commerce annual meeting and ban- 
quet. This is the first time such 
a hold-up has ever occurred in Up- 
land, although a few years ago a 
service station attendant was ac- 
costed by a robber. 

“Did you have robbery insur- 
ance?” Mr. Guild was asked this 
morning. Replying that he did 
not, the store proprietor added, 


“that he did in the city (Los An-;| 
geles) but he didn’t think it would ! 


be necessary here.”

SCHOOL TAX VIEWS 
RELATED BY ALTER 


Assemblyman Replies to Let- 
ter From Fannie Noe P.-T. 
A. About Legislation

At a recent meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Fannie D. Noe 
P.-T. A., called by the president, 
Mrs. S. G. Marshall, for the pur- 
pose of discussing the proposed 
school legislation now being con- 
sidered at Sacramento, Mrs. Hjal- 
mar Anderson was instructed to 
write to Hobart R. Alter, assembly 
representative from this district, 
concerning the school tax situa- 
tion. 

The meeting was attended also 
by Harold W. Cook, superintend- 
ent of Upland schools, and by Mrs. 
Una R. Winter, member of the 
county grand jury, and after care- 
ful consideration it was decided to 
‘urge Mr. Alter to oppose the bal- 
ancing of the budget at the ex- 
pense of the schools. 

Mrs. Marshall received today the 
following letter from Mr. Alter: 

“IT am in receipt of your Janu- 
ary 18 letter and can tell you that 
{I am opposing any attempt to bal- 
ance the state budget by doing 
away with fixed school allotments 
in the state constitution. 

“This will automatically throw 
a larger portion of the burden of 
school costs on the local tax payer. 

“T am very much opposed to this 
procedure and you can count on 
my support. 

“IT feel that school costs should 
possible 
but that the reduction should come 
from the school district tax on 
common property rather than up- 
on the state taxes paid by the cor- 
porations.”

City to Get Hall 
and People Pay Up 


Maybe this is a way Upland 
can build its proposed civic cen- 
ter: 

The city of Brawley proposes 
to build a new city hall under a 
system of collettive bargaining 
that will give even those delin- 
quent in water assessments op- 
portunity to square accounts by 
contributing labor. 

The city treasury has $5,000 
in insurance from a policy cov- 
ering the old municipal building 
destroyed by fire several years 
ago. With this as a nucleus, it 
is proposed to cooperate with 
welfare agencies to suppiy work 
for unemployed. Except to a 
few in a supervisorial capacity, 
no wages will be paid, but food 
supplies will be rationed to 
workers, 

The plan has been given ap- 
proval by unemployed property 
owners and by hungry  tran- 
sients.
